Accumulated Surplus Pays Cost 

Street Gravelling Program 
Makes Big Improvement 


Gravelling of all Vulcan streets, 
one ot the inajiv improvements of 
the past few years, has now .been 
completed. 

A total of 10,325 yards of crushed 
giavel was purchased from Shaw 
Construction and of ithis amount 
262 yards has been stockpiled. 
I^ines in the business section of 
town have also been gravelled and 
some residential lanes aia being 
gravelled with the property owners 
concerned paying the actual cost 
of the gravel, which t*uns at about 
$43 for the averuge lane. 

The crushed gravel has been ap¬ 
plied to streets and lanes to a 
depth of about three Inches, with 
the hauling done by Shaw Con¬ 
struction trucks and spreading and 
grading by the town motor grader. 

The gravelling was done without 
any increase in town taxes, the 
cost being met out of accumulated 
surplus revenue from past years. 


Hard Surfacing 

Councillor Max Jesse, chairman 
of the town public works commit¬ 
tee, reports that the blueprints for 
the hard surfacing of the four main 
business section streets have been 
received. 

Work to be done on these sk'eets 
before they are hard-surfaced in¬ 
cludes considerable lowering of 
some street levels, raising of street 
levels In other places and construc¬ 
tion of new curbs where needed. 
The hard-surfacing of the budness 
section streets is planned fee next 
year. 

In addition to the gravelling of 
the streets, which has now been 
done, the'public works program for 
this summer includes the construe-’ 
tkin of six blocks of sidewalks. 
These will be crues-walks, running 
at right angles to the new cement 
sidewalks constructed last year.

A Major Improvement 

We now have reason to hope that the days of 
getting stuck in the mud on almost any residential 
street in town are past. The street gravelling program 
undertaken this year by the town looks, from the 
spectator’s viewpoint, like a well-planned and well 
engineered job and, together with the big sidewalk 
construction program of last year, should give us 
some pretty decent streets. 

We like, too, the way it was financed. It’s nice 
to have a big cash surplus in the bank, but a principle 
of taxation is that taxes collected should be used to 
provide services for the taxpayers! This gravelling 
project was paid for entirely out of surplus revenue 
accumulated over the years—money already paid by 
the taxpayer but from which he was receiving no 
tangible benefit. 

It would have been nice to have every lane in town 
gravelled, too, but the available funds didn’t stretch 
that far. However, the town is willing to graver the 
lanes if the property owners concerned will pay the 
actual cost of the gravel. In most instances this would 
amount to a very few dollars per householder and 
would be well worthwhile.

The experimental work dealing 
with swine production covered the 
following, creep feed rations for 
suckling pigs; ground versus whole 
grain fed free-choice to swine, an¬ 
ti biotic feed supplements In swine 
rations, dilution of finishing rations 
for swine and an account of the 
disease dermatitis in swine. 

The sheep feeding experiments
